I write to place on record the information which I 
gave you over the telephone today concerning the "Northlands". 
On receipt on the 18th August of Despatch No. 29 of the 11th 
August from His Majesty's Consul, Bordeaux informing us that 
his Panamanian colleague had not so far received any request 
from the Panamanian Legation here for a report about the . 
"Northlands" which would enable them to recommend their | 
government to withdraw the vessel's Panamanian registration, 

I again called on the Panamanian First Secretary Mr. Ocana 
to ask the reason why. 


Mr. Ocana stated that just after his previous con- 
versation with me when he had promised to send instructions 
to Bordeaux he had been given to understand by the Consular 
Section of the Legation that both the "Paducah" and the 
tnorthlands" had sailed. Hence he had done nothing and 
claimed that he had been unable to get in touch with me to 
let me know. | 


At this stage of our conversation we were joined 
by the Panamanian Minister, Mr. Porras to whom, in view of 
my waning confidence in Mr. Ocana, I recounted the story of 
the "Northlands" and the "Paducah" from the beginning. The 
Minister said that he considered it a splendid idea to ask 
the Panamanian Consul in Bordeaux to make investigations on 
the spot and promised a. telegram giving him the necessary 
instructions would be sent immediately. I learnt later 
that this was done. Both Mr. Porras and Mr. Ocana were 
extremely friendly and I think that the slip on the part of 
Mr. Ocana probably resulted from incompetence rather than 
from lack of good will. | 


His Majesty's Consul, Bordeaux reported by telegram 
dated 25th August that his Panamanian colleague had promised 
to report to his Legation as early as possible. At his request 
the Panamanian Consul demanded,and was promised on the 17th 
August, a certified inventory of the equipment and provisions 
on the ship. The Panamanian Consul had not by the 25th 
August received the inventory in spite of a renewed demand 
and he therefore suspected that the ship hoped to sail without 
being obliged to conform with his request. He informed His 
Majesty's Consul that he was about to telegraph to the French 
authorities at Bayonne requesting them not to let the ship 
sail without his consent. He added that he would only give 


his consent if he received the inventory and found it satis- 
factory. 
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You saw from His Majesty's Consul's telegram No. 2k tou 
of the 26th August that the French authorities told the Panamanian 
Consul that they could not detain the ship as he had requestad. 

On the 27th August I asked the Ministry of Foreign Affairs to 
cause instructions to be sent to the local French authorities

at Bayonne to comply with the Panamanian Consul's request. 

The Ministry replied that they could do so only if they 
received a request from the Panamanian Legation. I then 
asked Mr. Ocana for an approach to the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs to be sent. He undertook to do so and said that he 
would at the same time send instructions to the Panamanian 
Consul at Bordeaux to do everything possible to detain the 

ship until he had been able to report on his suspicions and 
until the Panamanian Government had been able to decide whether, 
on the strength of that report, to withdraw registration. Mr. 
Osana failed however to get in touch with the competent official 
at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and was about to try again 
at my request this morning when he received two telegrams from 
the Panamanian Consul at. Bordeaux. 


The first of these telegrams dated 26th August stated 
that the Consul suspected the vessel of participating in the 
illegal immigration traffic and that he was continuing his 
investigations. The second one dated 27th August reported 
that he had now received a statement from the Master of the 
ship which satisfied him that his suspicions had been unfounded 
and that the ship did not intend to participate in the traffic. 


I expressed my disappointment at this news and Mr. 
Ocana then by way of a consolation prize said that if like the 
"Paducah", the "Northlands" left Bayonne declaring her intention 
to go to a given port and then proceeded to a different one, 
the Panamanian Legation here would immediately telegraph to 
their representative in the country to which the vessel had 
actually proceeded, pointing out that this appeared suspicious 
and requesting him to detain the vessel and report to the 
Panamanian Government. 


I do not know what results this might yield but think 
that we might take the same action in relation to the "Paducah", 
and on hearing at which port the "Paducah" next calls I shall 
therefore get in touch with Mr. Ocana once more. | 


In case the vessel does, as suggested in Bordeaux 
telegram No. 58 to you of August 27th, proceed to Genoa, I am 


sending a copy of this letter to Williams at Rome. I am also 
sending a copy to Nairn at Bordeaux and Kay at Marseilles.

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Jewish Illegal Immigration Traffic 


Of the thirty-five ships at present on the suspect 
shipping list, seven have Panamanian registry, Three 
more have had their Panamanian registry withdrawn,while 
efforts are now being made to obtain it for a fourth. 

The popularity of the Panamanian flag among the organisers 
of this traffic is no new development. It is etearty << 
prominent among those ships which have already reached ~ 
Palestine waters. The reason for this popularity is to 

be found in the lax shipping laws of Panama, which have 
increased the size of her merchant fleet so that it now 
ranks immediately after those of the U.S.A. and Great 
Britain. These laws extend the protection of her flag 

to ships whose unseaworthiness, lack of adequate facilities 


for the crew, chronic overzioading..and other breaches of 
the International Convention for the Safety of Life at Sea, 
and that concerning load lines (to which Panama is mew a 
signatory) would soon s#@cite the disapproval ofatolerant 
Governments. This state of affairs suits the organisers \~ 
of illegal immigration admirably. As every ship which 
reaches Palestine waters is automatically imiAmudin, 

they must necessarily buy the cheapest, and therefore, the 
oldest, smallest and least seaworthy ships they can find. 
Into these ships they pack as many Jews as possible, 


regardless of safety or hygiene. 


Qe Although there are other countries whose shipping laws, 
if not equally lax, are at least not rigidly enforced, 
Panama has the great advantage of being less amenable to 
British diplomatic pressure than, for instance, Costa Rica, 
Greece, Honduras, Italy and Turkey, whose flags are now 
flown by vessels on the suspect list, Although the 
Panamanian Government were at one time disposed to be co- 
operative, they have gince taken great offence at the 
publication of hostile articles in the British Press and are 
noy: adopting avmarkedly unsympathetic .attitude:in response 
to our repeated. requests: that:Panamanian registry should be 
withdrawn from various suspect ships. It appears probable, 
therefore, that Panamanian registry will continue to be 
sought after for the purposes of this traffic. 


3 So far, although we have often requested the Panamanian 
Government to withdraw their registry from some particular 


ship, we have made no general approach to them on this subject. 


The Governments of Greece and Honduras have given us 4 
general promise not to grant their registry to any vessel 
suspected by us of complicity in the traffic. If the 
Panamanian Government could be induced to give a similar 
assurance, this would considerably assist us in our campaign 
against illegal immigration, for the following reasons; 


a) The organisers of the traffic would have some 
difficulty in finding ary alternative flag. 


b A ship without anyregistration can, under the 
laws of Great Britain and of most other 


countries/ 
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countries, be refused clearance until 
She obtains such registration. This 
pretext has already been Successfully 
employed to detain the "San Husebia' 
at Gopenhagen and the "San Basilio" 
at Gothenburg. 


Lack of a port of registry is a particularly good reason 
for refusing clearance to a Suspect ship, since this 
defect is léss easily remedied than, for instance, 
absence of load lines, incomplete papers or other formal 


-.or technical deficiencies which have also served as 


pretexts for such action. Even the French authorities, 
otherwise unco-operative, might have agreed to detain 
the "Paducah" and "Northlands", could we have induced 
the Panamanian Government to withdraw their regisgration. 


Le The Panamanian Government might well be 
reluctant to give a general assurance of the nature 
contemplated above. Their flag derives its remarkable 
popularity, om which they appear to pride themselves, 
from the ease with which it can be acquired. On the 
other hand, a specific request to withdraw Panamanian 
registry from seven named Ships and to refrain from 
granting it to twenty-eight others would serve our pur- 
pose almost as well. We could point out that, 


a These ships normally only a enjoy a very 
brief period of activity and thuSe contri- 
bube little or nothing to the Panamanian 
exchequer beyond the original registration 
fee, which would, I understand from the - 


Panamanian Consulate-General, in any case 
be retained by the Panamanians. 


The unsavoury activities of these Ships 
receive considerable publicity and bring 
discredit upon the Panamanian flag. 


We have asked and are asking other countries 
to take similar action, thus ensuring that 


Ships lost toa the Panamanian flag would not 
be transferred to any other. 


There are two objections, from the point of view of the 
Panamanian Government, to these proposals. The first is 
that, since geome ships are inevitably wrongly suspected 
and afterwards cleared, Panamanian registry might be with- 
drawn from an innocent vessel whose owners would 8ubse- 
quently avoid the Panamanian flag. The second objection 
is that, by depriving suspect Ships of their registration, 
the Panamanian Government might lose that reputation for 
unscrupulous impartiality which attracts so many ship-~- 
owners to their flag. To the first objection we could 
reasonably reply by an assurance that we would only ask 
for Panamanian registry to be withdrawn from ships against 


hi¢h our suspicions were really strong. In answer to the 
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point out that the various administrative 
measures taken to detain suspect Panamanian ships in U.K. 
ports, which have been the ‘subject of complaints by the 
Panamanian Legation in London, have already diminished the 


popularity of the Panamanian flag. If, however, there 
were no longer any suspect vessels under the Panamanian 
flag, ship owners wikhout any intention of engaging in 
this traffic would no longer need to fear that Panamanian 


registry would entail any suspicion being attached to 
their activities.

The British Political Representative in Roumania has received 
information that a ship, the "PapUcaE" flying the Panamanian flag, 
is now in the Black Sea and is expected to arrive shortly at some 
Roumanian port, probably Constanza to take on board illegal Jewish 
immigrants. The immigrants are believed to be in possession of 
Uruguayan visas which are presumably forgeries or issued by an 


unqualified person. There is no representative of Uruguay in Roumania. 


It is believed that the destination of these illegal Jewish 
immigrants is Palestine. [In any case the "PADUCAR' is incapable of 
carrying passengers to South America as she is a small ship of some 
240 tons register. 


The British Government attach the greatest importance to the 
prevention of this illegal traffic and the British Political Repre- 
sentative in Roumania has requested the Rowmanian authorities to 
prevent the embarkation of these immigrants. JI would ask you to 
co-operate in this matter and take whatever steps you consider 
necessary to stop this illegal immigration. I would further request 
that, instructions be given to the Roumanian port authorities to 
aoply?this ship the provisions of the Load Line Convention and the 
International Convention for Safety of Life at Sea, to both of which 
xoumania is a party. These provisions should be applied whether the 
ship embarks passengers or not.

We enclose herein two self-explanatory 
letters from the Vice-Consulate at Jacksonville 
to the Consulate at Miami and from the Latter to 
us about a sea-going tug called the "Gloria" 
which appeared to be a possible candidate for the 
Jewish illegal immigration traffic. 


We have told the Ambassador for Honduras 
here that we should like to obtain a few more 
details about her if an application for permanent 
Honduran registry has been received. He has not so 
far heard of her. We also asked our Consul-General 
in New York to make enquiries of the Honduran Consul- 
General there. New York have now informed us that 
the official in charge of the Honduran Consulate- 
General has assured them that he has had no applic- 
ation whatsoever about the "Gloria". He then 
colunteered the information that although his office 
does issue registration certificates, it is necessary 
for applicants first to apply direct to Tegucigalpa. 
The necessary authority is then sent to him by 
telegraph if the Honduran Minister of War and Marine 
approves. He produced one telegram of this kind, the 
preamble of which began "after approval by the 
Minister of War and Marine and by the British Legation 
ete", This official was asked if, as a personal 
favour, he would telephone our Consul-General should 
he receive an application in respect to the "Gloria". 
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We are sending copies of this letter to 
Jerusalem and to Tegucigalpa.
